Mr. Birch's sermon, "Show Your 
Hand," was a grand call to men to 

abandon their besetting sin, what- 
ever it might be, and turn to God. 
He emphasized the fact that a man 
may be a good citizen and yet have 
the withered hand from holding too 
fast to the dollar, he may be too 
much absorbed in the accumulation 
of wealth, temper may have so 
strong a hold upon him as to cause a 
man to send the knife to the hilt in 
the breast of a fellow man, or send 
the bullet through the brain of a 
friend. He also dwelt at length on 
the habit of swearing and drinking, 
citing instances where the love of 
drink had robbed a man's family of 
food and his finally giving up every- 
one dearest to him for the accursed 
stuff. He made no war on the men 
who sell the vile stuff, and would 
not so long as towns and cities 
license the men to sell. He rather 
inferentially threw the responsibiiii y 
the citizens who elect men who 
legalize the sale of it by issuing 
license. 

Mr. Birch's face to face talk to 
the men present, who, he believed, 
composed the better portion of our 
population, received the very closest 
attention and doubtless produced a 
sting impression. 

At the conclusion of his sermon he 
thanked the lodges and all present 
for honoring him with their presence 
and attention, and then called upon 
those who wanted to lead a better 
life to go forward and give him their 
hand. A dozen and a half respond- 
ed to the call. 

NOTES. 

Mr. Birch's solo, "My Old Ken- 
tucky Home," with trombone and 
piano accompaniment, was played in 
a way that showed his masterful use 
of his instrument, his gold cornet, 
given him by the ministers of St. 
Louis several years ago. 

As a trombonist Mr. J. Hebbelu 
is a decided success. 

Dr. C. G. Wilson, of Clarksville, 
who kindly came over to preside at 
the piano, did his work finely, and 
there was general regret t at-heand 
Prof. Deadrick, of the S. W. P. Uni 
versity. could not remain to the 
night service. 

The singing by those on the plat- 
form and the congregation was ex- 
cellent, and no one enjoyed it more 
than Mr. Birch, who at times must 
have imagined himself again leading 
one of his old bands or choruses. 

Prof. Deadrick is said to be a fine 
vocalist and was to have sung "Tell 
Mother I'll be There." Mr. Birch 
expressed his regret to Prof. Dead- 
rick at not sparing him t me out of 
his sermon for his solo, but had 
hoped that the Professor would jt- 
main and sing at the night service. 

Mr. Kincannon, the all-round sing- 
er and character man of the city, 
sang very effectively "Will There be 
Any Stars in My Crown?" and was 
heartily joined by the crowd in the 
horus. 

The Night Service. 

The popular meeting at the taber- 
nacle Sunday night brought out very 
nearly a capacity house, if not quite 
so. The different ministers of the 
city omitted their night services and 
were on the platform to encourage 
Evangelist Birch in his work. The 
sermon was one of the strongest the 
evangelist has yet delivered. The 
latter part of it was particularly im- 
pressive. By repeated requests Mr. 
Birch used his cornet in a solo, ren- 
dering "Nearer, my God, to Thee" 
so sweetly that the almost heavenly 
tones will long echo in the memory 
of his thousands of hearers.

But there is nn ordinance strictly 
limiting the number of persons who

■eating capacity and possibly a few 
others, say the standing capacity of 
the rear platform. This ordinance the 
pOplUacu entirely disregarded in iuwir 
great anxiety to get to and especially 
from the fair In the evening. 

As a popular punishment for this 
unheard of disrespect for the police 
ordinances the authorities without fur- 
ther ado took all the ears off the line 
and proposed to keep them off for 
some weeks. Popular indignation, 
however, was so great that the cars 
were restored to service on the line 
after only three days' suspension. This 
was done by calling to the attention of 
the bureaucratic minds of the munici- 
pal authorities the fact that in seeking 
to punish the patrons of the fair they 
were Incidentally depriving all the li. 
habitants of a large district of the 
city of any transportation means of 
reaching their daily work. 

While this may be nn acute exam- 
ple of the overbearing attitude of Oor- 
man officials, still I can testify from 
personal experience in n traveler and 
student In rtoruiany that It Is but il- 
lustrative of their general attitude to- 
ward tbe public. I presume that thlfl 
attitude must come from the extent 
to \vhi( h government enterprise enters 
into all branches of service In Ger- 
many, although apparently not with 
the overwhelming success with which 
some credit It For Instance, the, aver- 
age cost of a ton mile of reel?

The largest cities of North Carolina 
are Wilmington and Charlotte. They 
are about the same slse, but present s 
sharp contrast In their water supply. 

Wilmington Is served by a private 
company, which has recently, under 
the direction of nn eminent engineer. 
Installed a nitration system. Not a 
dollar In bonds has been Issued by tho 
city for its copious supply of pure soft 
water. 

Charlotte bought out Its water com- 
pany seven years ago and built a new 
plant at considerable expense. It has, 
however, been forced to return to the 
old pumping station and source of sup- 
ply, as the water from the new plant 
has been declared unfit for domestic 
use. Incidentally water bonds to tho 
amount of $."00,000 have been issued. 

Tho Charlotte citizen pays a higher 
water rate than his Wilmington neigh- 
bor and then steps over to the tax of- 
fice and pays his shuro of the interest 
on $500,000 bonds as well as a share of 
the taxes formerly paid by the water 
company.
